HE WAS HER GOD 


Told His Wife If She Obeyed 
Him She Would Do 
Right 


TWELVE YEARS’ CRUELTY 


Case Now Being Aired in the Di- 
vorce Courts Over in 
England 


London, Julv &8—Twelve years ago 
Capt. Theodore Edward Naish of the 
Royal ‘Engineers married J3race 
Swan, daughter ff the viear of Cal- 
thorpe, near Rugby. England. Di- 
vorce proceedings instituted by the 
wife are now being heard, and the 
evidence tells of a most remarkable 
martimonial experience. 

Soon after the mariage Captain 
Naish began to treat his wife in a 
most \peculiar “manner. Although 
he did not ill-treat her at that time, 
he told her he considered that a hus- 
‘Nand had a right to strike his wife 
and that a wife should be a servant 
to her husband. 

He appears to have carried out his 
notion he made his wife clean 
his sword and helmet.
